In response to the Office Action dated November 3, 2004, please consider die followig 
remarks: 
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REMARKS 

The Office Action dated November 3, 2004 required election of a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
allowable. The three species identified in this Office Action axe the host cell where the vector is one of 
die vectors recited in claim 13 or 14 or IS. 

In response, Applicants elect the species embodied by the vector recked in claim 13. The 
rlqimg readable on the elected species are claims 13 and 16. In electing die species recited in claim 
13, Applicants note that claim 16 now falls under the rejoinder provisions articulated in M.P-E.P. 
821.04. Specifically, the provisions of M.P.KP. 821.04 state that if an applicant elects claims 
directed to a product (e.g. the product recited in claim 12), and a product claim is subsequendy 
found allowable, withdrawn process claims which depend from or otherwise include all the 
limitations of the allowable product claim (e.g. the process recited in claim 16), will be rejoined. 
Consequendy, if r-lflttn 12 is found allowable, Applicants will then rejoin claim 1 6 under the 
provisions of M.P.E.P. 821,04. 

It is submitted that this application is now in good order for allowance and such allowance is 
respectfully solicited Should the Examiner believe minor matters still remain that can be resolved in a 
telephone interview, the Examiner is urged to call Applicants' undersigned attorney.
